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Conexant Systems, Inc., the manufacturer of the prototypes, and the predecessor- in- 
interest of the current assignee of the application, received no payment for the shipments. 

The shipments were made so that the third party, a manufacturer of wireless handsets, 
could perform bench testing of the chips and determine if field testing was warranted. In 
bench testing, the chips are tested on a laboratory bench to determine if their performance is 
sufficient to warrant field testing. In field testing, the chips are incorporated into wireless 
handsets and tested in the field. 

The inventor, Philip H. Thompson, oversaw this effort, and frequently monitored the 
test results. When the test results indicated the performance of the prototype was insufficient 
to warrant field testing, he used the test results to re-design and ultimately perfect the design 
of the chip. 

Applicant respectfully submits that these shipments fall squarely within the 
experimental use exception to the public use bar of 35 U.S.C.§ 102(b) based on the authority 
of TP Laboratories, Inc. v. Professional Positioners, Inc. , 220 USPQ 577 (Fed. Cir. 1984) 
(copy attached ). In that case, the Federal Circuit held that third party uses of an invention, 
occurring more than one year prior to the application filing date, and made for the purpose of 
testing and perfecting the invention, fall within the experimental use exception to the public 
use bar of 35 U.S.C. § 102(b).
